In order to better serve the 
large agricultural area, a new and 
modern station was recently com- 
pleted by the Santa Fe railway. 
The new, attractive building, just 
east of Archibald avenue, is the 
successor to the recently razed 50- 
year old structure, 

While no special celebration has 
been held relative to completion of 
the new station, many residents 
of the Cucamonga district as well 
as of all the Chaffey district have 


visited the new station and have | 


noted its attractiveness. 


From the station is shipped an- 
nually hundreds of carloads of cit- 
rus fruit and grapes. Since ‘Cuca- 
monga is one of the largest grape 
grcewing districts in the state, the 
Santa Fe sends many carloads of 
the product throughout the nation. 


Citrus fruit shipments also form 
a big part of the business handled 
at the station by I. T. Nichols, 
agent, and L. E. Van Antwerp. 

Canned fruit juices, from tne K 
& R Products Co. plant, are an 
increasing part of the shipments 
sent to national markets through 
the local station. Dried peaches are 
shipped during the summer. 

In recognition of the increased 
shipments through Cucamonga, the 
Santa Fe atithorities some months 
ago started construction of the 
building. It was completed early 
this year.

Major Industry 


It is generally predicted that the 


| 

American wine industry may 
double in size during the next 20 
years and this prediction applies 
as well to the Cucamonga disirict. 

Prior to the war the industry 
was beginning to develcp a profit- 
able export market in Central and 
South America and in the Orient 
and this export market will ‘un- 
doubtedly expand in the post-war 
years. 

In 1988 the California state de- 
partment of agriculture inaugurat- 
ed a program to advertise wine as 
a temperate, mealtime beverage 
and it was responsible to a large 
extent for an increase of 65 per 
cent in consumption to an all-time 
high of 112 million gallons in 1942. 
This program was interrupted by 
the war but growers and producers 
are optimistic about the future, 
many feeling the industry is on the 
road to making history repeat it- 
self but on an enormously greater 
scale. 

Sound financing, larger aging 
stocks and substantial plantings of 
improved grape varieties are other 
factors which will contribute to 
better production and marketing 
conditions for Cucamonga wines in 
the immediate future.

Cucamonga grapes were impor- 
tant to the United States army in 
waging World War II. 


Wineries are the only source of 
tartrates, needed in the manufac- 
ture of rayon, from which tents 
and parachutes are made. 

Tartrates are also used in mak- 
ing. medicines and_ effervescent 
salts, in photographic chemistry, 
for dyeing textiles, in electroplat- 
ing mirrors, in metal coloring and 
as a laboratcry reagent. 

Tartrates are obtained from 
yine lees, argola, and pomace, all 
residues of winemaking. The crys- 
talline substance is a vital source 
of cream of tartar and ‘3 removed 
from the sides of concrete storag¢ 
tanks by workmen using air-driven 
chipping téols. 

Technically known as petassium 
bitartrate, it was impcrtant to the 
conduct of modern warfare. Six- 
teen per cent of the tartrates used 
were produced in the Cucamong2 
district.

Etiwanda Is One 
Of Pioneers 
In County 


Etiwanda today is a well devel- 
oped community as evidenced by 
school, church and civic activities 
and is famous for its citrus} 
ranches and vineyards, but the | 
wayfarer eighty years ago saw | 
but few homes to relieve the 
monotony of the barren hills and 
plains. 

Such hemes, scattered far apart 
in the early 1870's, appeared like 
oases in a desert to the weary | 
traveler on the old Mission road | 
that laid between Los Angeles and | 
San Bernardino. = 

Etiwanda orange and lemon 
growers, by their consistent win- 
nings at the National Orange 
Show, have brought fame to them- 
selves and the community, market- 
ing citrus under the “Victor,” | 
“Crest”? and “Golden Prize” | 
brands. Etiwanda produces choice 
table and wine grapes and is the 
home of Geo. F. Johnston, pioneer | 
grower and largest shipper of table | 





grapes in Southern California. 

About 15 miles west of San Ber- 
nardino near the intersection ol 
the Old Santa Fe Trail and E) | 
Camino Real, the traveler of the | 
1870’s found one of these few | 
homes, too far from the main 
traveled road to be visited often | 
but near enough to make him for- 
get his loneliness. ° 

On the slope that leads to the 
mountains, in a wild waste of 
rocks, cactus, plumbrush, man- 
zanita and sagebrush, stcod the 


old Garcia ranch-house. | ' 


Captain Joseph Garcia, a Por- 
tuguese sailor, having become 
weary of life at sea, took up land, 
obtained a flock of sheep and es- 
tablished a ranch. The 1000 acres 
surrounding his home offered am- 
ple pasture for his flocks and the 
streams from mountain canyons 
supplied sufficient water. 

Water rights for this land date 
back to 1867 when George Day 
occupied ground now known as the 
Day ranch and filed on a portion 
of the waters known as the Day 
canyon. In 1873 Day and Pierce 
extended their filings to include 
waters of the Day and East can- 
yons. Later all these rights were 
consolidated into the Garcia ranch. 

Captain Garcia constructed hts 
house in 1874 and it still stands, a 
relic of the past, well built from 
cellar to attic. It is famous, too, 
for its bell, which may still be 
seen at the old home to stir emo- 
tions and revive memories of days 
Jong gone by. 

Shortly after the house was 
built, a fellow sea captain visited 
Captain Garcia. After admiring 
tae house and looking out over the 
vista, he asked: ‘Where is the} 
pel?” “We have no bell,” Cap- | 
tain Garcia replied, and he prom- | 
ised: “I will send you one.” | 

True to his word, the friend sent | 
the bell within’ a short time and

supports in the ranch house yard, 
its ringing tones heard for miles 
calling laborers home from wor. 

In the early eighties, the Chaf- 
fey brothers, who later became the 
subdividers of Ontario and Upland, 
came to Etiwanda from Canada, 
Attracted by the ample water 
supply and good land on the Gar- 
cia ranch, they purchased 1000 
acres of land and water rights 
from Captain Garcia on Thanks- 
giving day, 1881. In 1882 the land 
was surveyed and divided into 10- 
acre tracts with one share of water 
tor each

wanda its name. They remember- | 


ed that manv vearos before their 
uncle, John Chaffey back in Mich- 
igan, had known an Infian chief- 


tain by the name of “Etiwanda,” | 
and applied the beautiful name to | 


their colony, 

The Chaffey brothers conceivea 
the idea of using water power to 
generate electricity for lighting 
purposes. The water wheel and 
dynamo were located near the 
present reservoir and a light tower 
was placed on what is now known 


as Highland avenue. This was the} 


first electric light plant in South- 
ern California.
